Dunn,  as  reprefentatives  for  the  county  of  Middlefex  ;  Jofeph 
Stillwell  and  William  Lloyd,  as  two  of  the  Reprefentatives  for 
the  county  of  Monmouth  ;  James  VanDuyn,  William  M*Eowen 
and  Frederick  Frelinghuyfen,  as  reprefentatives  for  the  county 
of  Somerfet  •,  William  Coxe,  jun.  William  Stockton,  Job  Lip- 
pencott  and  William  Pearfon,  as  reprefentatives  for  the  county 
of  Burlington  ;  Abel  Clement,  Samuel  French  and  Samuel  W.

Kenneth  Hankinfon,  former  colle£lor  of  Monmoutli  county, 
basbeen  profecuted  for  the  above  balance,  but  the  trial  has  been 
poftponed  from  time  to  time,  and  at  laft  moved  into  chancery, 
where  it  is  now  pending.

governor)  alledges  it  to  be  out  of  his  power  to  in- 
form the  committee  what  part  of  the  aforefaid  fum 
is  expended,  or  what  is  the  value  of  the  materials 
for  calling  cannon  purchafed  by  him,  and  now  on 
hand,  as  his  accounts  and  papers  refpe6ling  the 
fame,  are  lodged  at  the  foundary,  in  the  county  of 
Burlington,  and  in  Philadelphia  with  his  agents  ; 
and,  in  confequence  of  indifpofition,  it  is  not  in  his 
power  at  prefent,  to  obtain  and  adjuft  his  faid  ac- 
counts. The  committee  beg  leave  to  refer  the  le- 
giflature  to  the  governor's  letter,  and  other  papers 
accompanying  this  report,  for  further  information 
on  the  fubjeft.

4.  That  he  put  blank  precepts  into  the  hands  of 
a  conllable  to  fill  up  as  occafion  fhould  require. 

5.  That  he  improperly  gave  judgment  for  eight 
pounds  againft  Reftore  Shinn,  for  killing  four  Deer. 

6.  That  he  gave  judgment  for  ninety-four  cents 
in  favor  of  three  carters,  when  he  owned  one  of  the 
teams. 

7.  That  he  improperly  interfered,  by  pleading 
before  a  jury,  in  a  caufe  in  which  he  fat  judge. 

8.  That  he,  on  the  ninth  inftant,  uttered  certain 
approbious  expreffions,  refpe6ling  the  prefent  le- 
giflature,  faying  that  they  would  appoint  none  but 
damned  rafcals  to  office. 

Your  committee,  upon  the  fulleft  confideration 
of  the  teflimony  given  before  the  Houfe  of  Alfem- 
biy,  as  well  as  before  your  committee,  do  report  as 
follows  :

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6.  That  the  6th  article  is  of  fo  trifling  a  nature, 
as  not  to  mcrijt  an  invefligation. 

7.  That  the  feventh  charge  is  not  fupported  by 
evidence. 

8.  That  the  eighth  charge  rerpe6ts  the  legiflature 
only,  and  is  not  a  charge  againfl  him,  as  a  juuicc 
of  the  peace. 

That  the  firfl,  third  and  fourth  charges,  which  are 
proved  to  be  true,  are  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
jTiittee,  a  violation  of  the  duties  of  a  juftice  of  the 
peace,  which  ou=^ht  to  be  difcouragcd  by  the  le- 
giflature; but  how  far  the  laid  Joliii  Lace}4  is  or 
can  be  confidered  as  knowingly,  or  ignorantly  aft- 
jnor  wrong,  your  committee  do  not  think  it  (heir  du- 
ty to  determine  ;  but  beg  leave  to  lubmit  the  follow- 
ing queftion    to  the  conlidcration  of  tlie  houie,  viz.

In  Septem- 
ber term,  1800,  we  find  a  decree  of  the  court  of  chancery, 
that  the  faid  real  eftate  of  David  Peaks,  now  Henry  Volk's, 
was  ftill  fubje6l  to  the  legacy  of  ^i  25,  with  inteieft  and  cofts 
of  fuit,  amounting  to  625  dolls.  62  cents,  which  the  faid 
Henry  Volks  has  fatisfied,  as  appears  by  Alexander  M<Whor- 
ter's  receipt,  dated  Odober,  1801  j  Alfo,  it  appears  by  the 
treafurer's  ftatement,  herewith  tranfmitted,  there  is  a  balance 
remaining  in  the  treafury  of  843  dolls.  32  cents  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  faid  eftate,  originally  paid  in  fpecie,  notes  and  cer- 
tificates. As  the  Legiflature  has,  in  fome  inftances,  paid  fi- 
milar  demands,  and  in  others  reje(Sled  them,  the  committee 
beg  leave  to  fubmit  the  following  queftion  to  the  houfe  :

As  to  the  third  point,  it  was  proved  to  your  committee, 
that  two  votes  were  given  in  by  proxy,  and  that  this  practice 
Lad  heretofore  taken  place  in  that  townfhip. 

That  in  the  petitions  and  memorial  againft  the  eledlion  in 
the  townlhip  of  Trenton,  eight  objedions  are  ftated. 

1.  That  the  poll  was  improperly  moved. 

2.  That  the  judge  received  votes  in  the  open  ftreets  from 
carriages. 

3.  That  perfons  under  age  voted. 

4.  That  non-refidents  voted. 

5.  That  Negroes  and  actual  flaves  voted. 

6.  That  aliens  voted. 

7.  That  perfons  not  worth  fifty  pounds  voted. 

8.  That  married  women  voted. 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  tlie  firft  point  \ras 
not  fupported.

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That  as  to  the  fccond  pohit,  the  takhig  of  votes  In  the 
(Ireet  from  carnages,  your  committee,  confidering  liow  much 
the  practice  may  be  abufed,  are  of  opiriion  that  it  was  irregu- 
lar, if  not  unlawful. 

They  further  report,  that  it  appeared  to  your  committee, 
that  this  pradlice  had  heretofore,  in  certain  cafes,  prevailed 
at  eledlions  in  Trenton. 

That  at  the  late  eleclion,  no  objection  was  made  to  the 
mcdcy  but  that  voters  of  all  kinds,  without  regard  to  any 
political  diiTerence  of  opinion,  prefented  votes  in  that  mode  ; 
and  your  committee  further  report,  that  as  far  as  fuch  a  mode 
of  eleftion  could  be,  it  was  co nd u 61  ed  by  the  judge. and  in- 
fpeclors  with  fairnefs  and  corretlnefs  ;  the  votes  being  receiv- 
ed ungly,  in  open  view,  and  openly  conveyed  to  the  box.

21  cts.  from  prifoners  deceafed,  par- 
doned aiidefcaped  ;  together  with  all  dues  from  prifoners  now 
in  confinement.  This  laft  item  comprehends  fines,  cods  of 
profecution,  &c. 

They  further  flate,  that  after  crediting  the  ftate  with  the 
balance  of  6108  dels.  59  cts.  due  from  the  prifon,  per  the 
accounts  rendered  in  1801,  as  alfo  with  all  monies  drawn 
from  the  treafury,  as  before  mentioned,  and  all  debts  due 
from  the  prifon,  and  comparing  the  faid  balance  of  1801,  of 
6108  dols.  ^9  cts.  with  tlie  balance  of  the  accounts  now  pre- 
fented,  to  wit,  only  2770  dols.  10  cts.  gives  a  favorable  im- 
prelhon  in  favor  of  the  inftitution. 

They  alfo  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  accounts  of 
George  Anderfon  and  others,  for  ere£ling  a  working-fliop,  by 
virtue  of  a  law  for  that  purpcfe,  pafTrd  December  2,  i3oi, 
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with  the  vouchers  accompanying  the  faid  account,  and  find 
that  they  have  expended  in  erecting  faid  buildinrr,  including  • 
commifTions,  1 90  dols.  1 7  cts.  leaving  a  balance  in  their  hands 
of  9  dols.  83  cts.  which  they  advanced  to  the  keeper,  Air. 
Crooks,  to  enable  him  to  ere(Sl  a  fmall  additiorul  building 
for  the  ufe  of  a  blackfmith. 

They  alfo  report,  that  \a:y  have  viewed  the  wall  and  confult- 
«d  the  infpedtors  and  keeper  on  the  mod  probable  means  of 
preventing  efcapes,  and  are  unanimoufly  of  opinion,  that  by 
raifin^  the  wall  three  feet  higher,  which  would  make  it  fix- 
teen  feet,  would  likely  have  the  defired  efrl-cl,  and  are  of  o- 
pinion  it  would  be  moll  proper  to  have  it  raifed  with  hard 
brick,  as  the  wall  is  not  more  than  thirteen  or  fourteen  inches 
thick  on  the  top,  and  from  meafurement  of  the  wall,  it  is 
computed  to  take  80,000  bricks,  40,000  of  which  is  fuppofed 
to  be  on  hand,  of  courfe  40,000  more  will  be  wanted  \  and 
from  calculation,  the  probable  expenfe  of  completing  the  wall 
to  the  height  contemplated,  would  coft  750  dols.  befides  the 
brick  on  hand. 

They  further  report,  that  in  their  opinion  (in  which  thein-

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  peti:ion  of 
John  Voorhees  and  others  praying  compenfation  for  fervi- 
ces  and  expences  in  purfuing  fundry  perfons  fufpedled  to 
have  robbed  the  Treafury  of  this  ftate,  having  examined  the 
petitioners  with  their  vouchers  and  documents,  and  having 
confulted  the  Governor  and  Treafurerof  the  ftate,  offer  the 
following  Report : 

That  two  of  the  petitioners,  viz.  Amos  Hov»fell,  and 
George  Dill,  induced  by  information  which  to  them  appear- 
ed correal,  and  by  the  advice  of  refpe6lablc  characters 
wliom  they  confuked,  purfued  after  certain  perfons  fufpecl- 
ed  of  being  concerned  in  the  robbery  of  the  Treafury  to  the 
City  of  \Va{liington,in  the  Diftridl  of  Columbia — that  with 
the  aid  of  the  civil  authorit^^  and  with  the  allil^ance  of  th« 

K 
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Senators  reprefenting  this  State  then  in  Waftiington,  they 
fucceededin  arrefting  feveral  of  the  fulpedled  perfons,but 
were  unable  fufficientl)^  to  fubllantiate  the  evidence  of  their 
guilt,  from  which  circumftance,  and  aided  by  the  Counfel 
which  they  were  enabled  to  employ  in  their  defence,  the 
prifoners  obtained  their  difcharge  from  the  Mayor  of 
George-Town.  The  faid  Amos  Howell  and  George  Dill, 
with  great  induftry  and  perfeverance,  and  at  the  rifque 
of  their  lives,  purfued  the  perfons  to  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
pafTed  them  on  the  road,  and  with  much  trouble  and  ex- 
penfe  procured  three  of  the  perfons,  (with  their  baggage) 
to  be  arrefted  and  confined  in  the  Gaol  of  Baltimore — and 
then  immediately  returned  to  Trenton  for  proper  auth®rity 
and  competent  force  to  demand  and  bring  the  prifoners  to 
this  State  for  trial. — That  in  the  profecutiou  of  this  bufinefs 
the  faid  Amos  Howell  and  George  Dill,  incurred  fundry 
expences  amounting  as  by  their  account  to  one  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars. 

That  on  the  return  of  the  faid  Howell  and  Dill  to  Tren- 
ton, they  applied  to  the  Governor  of  this  State  for  authori- 
ty to  return  for  the  prifoners. — That  the  information  com- 
municated by  them  and  which  is  at  large  detailed  by  the 
depofitions  of  the  faid  Howell  and  Dill,  to  which  the 
committee  requeft  a  referrence,  and  the  further  and  very 
circumftantial  information  contained  in  a  letter  from  the 
Honorable  John  Condit,  to  the  Governor  of  this  State,  in- 
duced the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Treafurer,  and 
Attorney  General,  to  furnifh  the  petitioners  with  proper 
authority,  and  further  to  fanclion  their  endeavors  by  a  re- 
commendation to  the  Treafurer  to  accommodate  them  with 
a  temporary  loan  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  defray  their  ex- 
penfes. — That  the  before  mentioned  John  Voorhees,  Amos 
Howell,  and  George  Dill,  accompanied  by  Benjamin  Yard, 
and  Elijah  Howell,  others  of  the  petitioners,  then  repaired 
to  Baltimore  in  full  expectation  of  obtaining  the  prifoners, 
but  finding  them  liberated  and  that  they  had  abfcondedtwo 
days  before  their  arrival  at  Baltimore,  were  obliged  after 
fome  fruitlefs  fearch  to  return  without  the  faid  prifoners. 

The  Committee  taking  into  view  the  extraordinary  dili- 
gence, prudence  and  fpirit  difcovcred   by  the  faid  Amos 
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Howell  and  George  Dill  in  the  purfult  of  the  perfons  fus- 
pe£ted,  and  being  of  opinion  that  fuch  meritorious  conduct 
is  juftly  entitled  to  the  attention  andencoLirag<iment  of  the 
Leglflature,  recommend  that  the  fum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars be  allowed  to  the  faid  Howell  and  Dill  for  their  expen- 
fes. 

With  refpe6l  to  the  claim  of  the  petitioners  at  large  for 
paynrent  and  allowance  of  their  expences  and  carriage 
hire  incurred  in  the  fecond  exj;edition,  amounting  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars — The  committee  taking  into 
confideration  the  fanctiori  of  the  Executive,  which  upon 
every  principle  of  found  policy  they  approve,  and  the  fur- 
ther encouragement  given  to  the  petitioners  to  expect  Le- 
giflative  aid,  which  appears  to  have  been  confirmed  by  the 
opinion  of  the  moll  refpectable  public  characters  in  Tren- 
ton— and  believing  that  if  their  exertions  had  not  been 
fruftrated  by  unforefeen  and  peculiarly  unfortunate  circum- 
ftances,  they  would  probably  have  terminated  in  thedifcove- 
ry  and  conviction  of  the  perpetrators  of  the  robbery,  are  of 
opinion  that  the  faid  fum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-five 
dollars  be  allowed  to  the  laid  petitioners  agreeably  to  their 
account  exhibited. 

As  to  the  two  laft  items  often  and  forty-five  dollars  in 
the  account  of  the  petitioners — it  appearing  that  the  fcrvi- 
ces  were  rendered  on  the  application  of  the  former  Trea- 
furer  and  James  Mott,  El'quire,  and  being  on  the  fame  foot- 
ing with  numerous  other  lervices  performed  by  other  per- 
fons on  this  fubject,  che  committtee  are  of  opinion  that 
iiocompenfatior.  for  thofe  particular  fervicescnn  bereafona- 
bly  expected  from  the  Legillaturc.
